FORMER BEAR ALEX BROWN SET TO DROP 
WEEKLY KNOWLEDGE WITH REDEYE 


By Chris Sosa i redeye 
Don’t try to tell Alex Brown that “Mon- 
day Night Football” has lost its luster. 

“Monday night is Monday night, man,” 
the former Bears defensive lineman and 
current analyst for Comcast SportsNet 
recently told RedEye. “The players, they 
really get riled up for Monday night. 
Guys get riled up for Sunday night, but 
it’s not Monday Night Football.’ 

“Every football fan is awaiting all day 
Monday They’re all upset because they 
had to go back to work on Monday, but 
they know they’ve got that fun that’s 
coming that you’re gonna bring them 
later that night. It still has that same 
fire that it had when I was a kid.” 

If the Bears hope to avoid an 0-2 start, 
they’ll need to bring the heat. That never 
has been an issue with Brown, who will 
talk with RedEye ahead of every Bears 
game the rest of the season. 

To warm you up for this week’s 
matchup with Philadelphia, Brown 
highlighted receiver Kevin White, why 
waiting for Monday is hard on players’ 
bodies and an ill-fated throwing contest 
he had when he was still in the NFL. 

Which Bears player, besides Jay Cut- 
ler, needs to show out this week? 

Kevin White. We need to see more from 


him. Houston last week was able to take 
lAlshon Jeffery] out of the second half 
He had no catches. Nothing. He had a 
big first half, but then they figured if we 
take him out, that’s the only weapon, 
and then they can stop the run— well, 
Kevin White has to be able to win one- 
on-one {matchups with defenders}. If he 
can have a decent game— decent being 
five catches for 60 yards — then that’ll 
help other players get open. 

What do you expect from Eagles 
rookie Carson Wentz on Monday? 

There’s a very small sample size of what 
he’s doing. But out of his 22 comple- 
tions {in the Eagles’ Sept, ii win over 
Cleveland], 33 percent {seven] went to 
Jordan Matthews, and then you’ve got 
to look at {tight end Zach] Ertz {who 
had six]. And then Ryan Mathews, he 
carried the ball {22} times and had a 
touchdown. Wentz threw the ball {37] 
times {Sept, ii], so it’s not like they’re 
holding anything back. They’ve got the 
whole playbook ready to go. 

What’s the easiest way to rattle a 
rookie quarterback? 

Once he makes his reads, change the 
play You make it look like one thing 
and in reality it’s something else. If you 


know you have a blitz on, make it look 
like Cover 2. But in order to do that, 
everybody has to be on the same page, 
because if one guy messes up, you’ve 
got a guy running scot-free down the 
sidelines, and you really don’t want that 
because it’s an easy six points for them. 

What’s worse as a player, the wait to 
get to Monday night’s game or having 
one fewer day of rest the next week? 

The wait. {If you played Sunday], you 
have a light practice on Monday you’re 
off Tuesday then Wednesday and 
Thursday are hard practices, Friday 
you’re fine-tuning, Saturday’s a walk- 
through and you’re ready for Sunday 
When you have to go another day come 
Week 10, the people that have to play 
Monday night, that’s tough because you 
have to wait that extra day and your 
body is so accustomed to building up 
and building up and you let everything 
go come Sunday WeU, when everybody 
else is letting everything go, you have 
to keep it, and then you have to let it go 
the following day But the aura and fun 
and {excitement] that a “Monday Night 
Football” game brings is fantastic. 

You were a quarterback in high 
school. Have you ever given a quarter- 
back advice? 

An NFL quarterback? Shoot no. 
{Laughs.] I played quarterback, but I 


was basically a running back that took 
the snaps. It was fun, but it definitely 
wasn’t something that I could give 
advice on. 

Not even from a defensive standpoint? 

If there was a quarterback that did 
that it’d probably be Rex {Grossman] 
because he was the only quarterback 
that I had a good relationship with that 
he’d actually listen to me. Other than 
that, no. The scouts and the guys that 
are looking at the tendencies that de- 
fenses have, they’re doing their job. If 
I just saw something blatantly obvious, 
they’d see it too, so there’s no reason 
for me to say anything. 

I went down to the Saints {after 
signing with them in 2010] and we had 
this little throwing contest, myself and 
{tight end Jeremy] Shockey I knew he 
could throw the football. Well, I could 
throw a little bit still, but coming off 
a rotator cuff {injury] and a labrum 
surgery, it’s not as good anymore, you 
know? {Laughs.] 

So he won that contest then? 

Yeah, I hate to admit it, but he did win 
it. {Laughs.]

You won’t 
need to know how to roll a blunt or even ever 
have smoked weed to enjoy these short and 
sweet episodes that range from extended 
meditations on a single joke to intimate 
character portraits and satirical looks at New 
York’s creative class. 

What’s striking about the show is its tight, 
true-to-life writing that illuminates every- 
one’s humanity from uptight publicists and 
asshole socialites to asexual magicians and 
lonely Helen Hunt-obsessed shut-ins. In a 
city as diverse and sprawling as New Y)rk 
City Sinclair and Blichfeld have created not 
only one of the most realistic depictions of 
urban living but also one of the most humane. 
Because all of the episodes last anywhere 
from five to 20 minutes, it’s easy to take an 
afternoon and binge the entire series (which, 
it goes without saying, is worthwhile). That 
said, if you’re pressed for time, here’s where 
to start, listed in the order they first aired.

1. *Stevie' 

What better way to get a sense of “High 
Maintenance” than to start at the very 
beginning? Initially, the show, with its D.I.Y. 
beginnings and self-funded budget, positioned 
itself more as a tried-and-true comedy. The 
pilot focuses on an anxious and overworked 
assistant trying to buy weed for her boss, 
played manically and hilariously by Bridget 
Moloney, who’s also Sinclair’s sister-in-law. 

“High Maintenance” episode titles mainly 
reference someone mentioned off-screen, 
and this one name-drops Stevie Nicks. After 
Moloney’s character says she wants a Klonopin, 
The Guy responds, “Funny story. Stevie Nicks 
described Klonopin withdrawal like getting 
pushed into hell.” 

2 . ‘Olivia* 

We all know people like the characters Max 
Jenkins and Helene Yorke hilariously play 
in “Olivia”-two loathsome, self-centered 
socialites who always have something snotty 
to stay. In fact. The Guy has the pair in his 
phone as “Assholes” as they call to schedule a 
delivery. While the duo’s antics are despicable, 
they’re also hilarious as the comic energy 
reaches a fever pitch in one of the most joke- 
heavy “High Maintenance” episodes ever. 

S/Helen’ 

“Helen” is when “High Maintenance” shifts from 
lighthearted vignettes to more serious and sad 
character studies. Highlighting Patrick (played 
incredibly by Michael Cyril Creighton), a shut- 
in who lives with his dying mother, Sinclair

and Blichfeld brilliantly paint a picture 
of loneliness as they show him aiming 
for human connection despite his social 
awkwardness. From the start, there’s a 
sense that he’s ordering weed from The 
Guy just to have someone to talk to, but as 
the episode lingers, his sadness becomes 
more real. This is the clip that got me 
hooked. 

4. ‘Jonathan*

was a writer on “30 Rock’’ while she was 
its casting director, but as he mentioned 
in our recent Red Eye interview, he got 
hooked on the show when a friend sent 
him a G-chat link to the series’ Vimeo page. 
When he reached out to do an episode, 
the results were stellar. Hannibal plays 
himself, but as a comedian suffering from 
PTSD after a (fictional) traumatic shooting 
at one of his stand-up shows. Because 
“High Maintenance’’ always subverts 
expectations, you’d think an episode with 
Buress would be the funniest yet. Instead, 
we get one of the series’ most troubling 
episodes and a really good joke with the 
punchline “chuckle[bleep]er.’’ 

5. ‘Elijah’ 

Because writers write what they know, 
the awkward family dinner is one of the 
most common tropes in comedy. This 
one, which surrounds what might be the 
worst Passover Seder ever, also might be 
the most crudely funny episode of the 
series. Avery Monsen-who might have 
the warmest series of performances in 
“High Maintenance’’-plays a magic-loving 
asexual (who first appeared in episode 
“Dinah”) who tries to play peacemaker 
with his high-strung and often rude family 
as they bicker over the meal. Monsen 
singing “Please stop fighting” to the 
melody of “Dayenu” is one of my favorite 
moments. I won’t give it away, but the 
stakes continually get raised, giving this 
dinner one of the most awkwardly funny 
third acts. 

6/Bracl Pitts’ 

It took “High Maintenance” several 
episodes to dive into people who take 
marijuana for medicinal rather than 
recreational use, but when they did, they 
perfectly nailed the proper tone with “Brad 
Pitts.” Adding welcome humor to Birgit 
Huppuch’s empathetic turn as Ellen, who 
was just diagnosed with stomach cancer, 
the episode boasts my favorite final shot 
of the series. In case you’re noticing a 
theme, Blichfeld’s pitch-perfect casting 
chops are the show’s secret weapon. 

7/Matilcla’ 

Sinclair and Blichfeld’s actual niece 
charmingly stars in this adorable episode. 
It’s the first episode that doesn’t center 
on one of The Guy’s clients, and it’s an 
experiment that pays off in dividends. In 
it. The Guy’s niece is visiting from Arizona 
and wants to see “Matilda” on Broadway. 
Anyone who knows the struggle of getting 


affordable Broadway tickets will cringe 
at the comedy of errors as The Guy tries 
to give his niece a memorable vacation. 
There’s also an expertly done sequence 
that reminds me of my undying hatred of 
pedicabs. 

8/Rachel’ 

“Rachel,” without question, is my favorite 
stand-alone episode of television ever. 
Dan Stevens (“Downton Abbey,” “The 
Guest”) stars as a stay-at-home dad and 
writer plagued by writer’s block trying 
to recapture his past successes, who 
also spends his days smoking weed 
and wearing his wife’s clothing. I won’t 
give any spoilers, but while there are a 
lot of moments on “High Maintenance” 
that qualify as tearjerkers, the warmth 
of the final scene makes me cry every 
goddamned time. Plus, the music 
supervisor responsible for the expertly 
placed sequence featuring Connan 
Mockasin’s “I’m The Man, That Will Find 
You” is a personal hero of mine. 



9. ‘Ruth’ 

“High Maintenance” works best when 
it finds sweetness in the most awkward 
and embarrassing moments in life. In 
this episode. The Guy plays matchmaker, 
pairing a lonely ex-cop-turned-doorman 
with Huppuch’s Ellen, whose cancer is now 
in remission. There’s a joy in watching the 
two characters going on their first date 
and opening up to each other, and there’s 
also a cringe-inducing mishap involving a 
chili pepper. 

10. ‘Genghis’ 

Based in part off Sinclair’s own flirtation 
with becoming a teacher in the New York 
public school system, “Genghis” finds 
Monsen reprising his role as the asexual 
magician. Here, he quits his day job to 
realize his idealistic dreams of doing good 
and being a force for positive change in 
a student’s life. It’s a fascinating but also 
soul-crushing look into the class dynamics 
in New York’s public schools and the 
way optimism often gets crushed by a 
depressing reality. In more lighthearted 
moments, there’s a gut- 
busting joke about 
what a hairless 
bear looks like (no, 
seriously, Google 
it) and a charming 
’80s sitcom-taping 
closing credits.

Witli every episode 
cycle of “Higli Main- 
tenance” so far, the 
budget got bigger 
and the stories got 
continually more am- 
bitious, all while the 
show never lost its 
soul. The originally 
self-funded web an- 
thology series from 
creators Ben Sinclair 
and Katja Blichfeld 
followed an affable bearded pot dealer (Sin- 
clair) jcnown as “The Guy” as he delivered 
weed to his clients around New Tbrlc City 
While it started as a short film-style com- 
edy series, it gradually became something 
more intimate, with deeply empathetic and 
emotionally resonant portraits of its charac- 
ters in 19 episodes aired on Vimeo. 

Now that it’s an official television 
program airing on HBO with a six-episode 
new season that started Friday, Blichfeld 
and Sinclair have more resources and a 
30-minute runtime, and they use them to 
fully realize these stories. It not only feels 
lilce the same under-dog show fans loved, it’s 
also better than ever. Everything you loved 
about the web series is still there: the rent- 
able dialogue, the pitch-perfect casting 
(several fan-favorite characters from the 
web series, including Hannibal Buress, 
Dan Stevens’ Colin and Michael Cyril 
Creighton’s Patriclc, return for the new 
season) and the hilarious but self-aware 


jolces about creative-class urbanites with 
episodes centering on La Croix and morn- 
ing raves. 

What’s different about the new episodes 
is also a welcome change: All but one of the 
episodes focus on two of the Guy’s clients. 
Every pairing is deliberate, lilce the one of 
Eesha (in a star-malcing turn from actress 
Shazi Raja), who tries to balance being a 
partying college student with her family’s 
oppressively strict religiousness, and their 
pot-smolcing neighbors. 

“High Maintenance” worlcs because it’s 
one of the most compassionate shows on 
TV. Focusing on the private lives of its char- 
acters, the what-happens-behind-closed- 
doors intimacy of the people who smoke 
pot, the show’s big heart extends to even 
the surface-level unsympathetic characters, 
like the “Hipster Grifter” Heidi or Max and 
Lainey the assholes from the web series 
played by Max Jenkins and Helene Yorke. 
Even a dog surprisingly has one of the best 
acting performances in the entire set of new 
episodes. 

While self-awareness is one of the richest 
attributes of “High Maintenance,” with its 
affectionate but still-biting look into the 
eccentric lives of city-dwellers, a scene on 
the set of a “Girls” episode and an extended 
mediation on race and class politics in the 
underground weed economy strike into 
arguably too-meta territory Those minor 
qualms aside, Blichfeld and Sinclair have a 
winning series, one that continually evolves 
with endless story possibilities.
